France.

SUDDEN RISE IN MEXICAN BONDS,

AMILITARY DICTATORSHIP AT MATAMOROS,

(Canales to be Proclaimed President by
His Soldiers,

A Taris letter of September 13 raxs: The Convention
passed between the French and Mexican Goverrments,
coveeding 1o the former balf of the Custom House reven-
ues of the ports on the Atlantic, and one-fourth of those of
the harhors on the Pacific, hns] been looked upon in the
French Bourse ss securing the Mexican debt, and bas

caused a sudden rise in Mexionn bonds, The holders of
thess bonds, encotraged by the guarntee just obtained,
mwaintein thet France i, by that convention, entitled to
roquire, at all times, from ﬁuimllnn or bis succassorm,
the payment of all amounts hitherto disbursed for Mexico,
tueluding the loans whioh these bonds represent,

The publieation of that Couvention in the Monitenr
happening concurrently with the appointment of Gen. do
Castolouy, the Aid-de-Camp of the Emperor, and M. do
Galliffer, an sdministrator of great ability, has naturally
been construed as the foreranner of the entire abandon-
ment of all direct intervention by France i Mexican af-
fuirs. Thus, while on one bund lﬁu wforesaia Convention
settlos all ber financial elpims, the removal of Gen. Ba-
waine, of which you will hear ere long, and the appoint-
went in hin stedd of Gen, de Custeluan, settles the mili.
tary part of the question. The General goes to Mexico
with 1o other mission than to armoge for the withdrawal
of the French troops, and perhiaps to give the benefit of
his experience to the officers engaged in o:maﬁl:ﬁ tho
Mexican anny.. This isall.  His task will necessarily be
& shiort one, and does not imply, oo the part of the French
Govermment, the idea of piving wny assistance to the
Mexican Empire which, in London and Paris, in looked
upon er irretrievably lost, As to the Marquis of Galliffet,
Lis appeurance 1n Mexico refers solely 1o the onmaization
of the Custom-House system and to the upl'-u ntment of
Caktam-1ouse officers, who are to be selected from among
civil ofieers of French birth,
